Now here 1 s where the press comes in: Patronage and favoritism 
were nothing new in die European bureaucracy. But nothing much 
had ever been done about it.

The press all by itself could not have changed things. But it took 
reporting by Liberation, and also by the Brussels daily, La Meuse/La 
Lanteme, to put putatively democratic institutions under normal 
democratic scrutiny and eventually to force action. This stoiy is a 
reminder of why investigative journalism exists. 

Scores of Democrats who loved that line of work during Iran- 
Contra and Watergate have been heard to mumble wliat an incon- 
venience it is now. And it's true that the Cjinton-Lewinsky scandal 
was not quite like any other. It’s also mie, as Tom Rosensriel and 
Bill Kovach argue in their important forthcoming book, “Ufarp 
Speed: America in the Age or Mixed Media" that not all aspects of 
the coverage of the Clinton episode were admirable. 

There were, they point our, some outright failures, such as 
reports premised on the idea that Clinton aides wrote those 
famous Undo Tripp talking points,. and some false reporting on 
what Vecnan Jordan allegedly told Ken Starr’s grand jury.
